I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  1946  on 
the  Health  L Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District. 
The  trend  to  Rogional  control  in  health,  education, 
libraries  etc,  appears  likel3r  to  mature  before  the 
advent  of  the  national  Health  Service  Act  in  July, 
1948,  and  that  means  that  these  important  functions 
will  be  controlled  hj  Regional  Offices  of  the 
administrative  Count;:  and  that  this  District  v^rill 
become  a unit  of  a defined  area,  contributing  in 
proportion  of  size,  to  the  expenditure  of  a 
Divisional  Staff. 

Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Cotton  V/eaving,  the  main  industr;:  of 
the  District  is  now  back  to  prev/ar  conditions.  All 
Weaving  Sheds  aro  in  full  production  as  far  as  the 
Industrial  'Workers  will  pull  their  weight  and  help 
the  industry  to  pi’oduce  to  its  full.  The  tractor 
works  at  Sough  Jiridge  are  in  regular  production 
and  the  Grove  Mill  is  in  process  of  reconstruction 
for  a new  industr;-.  V'/hen  these  works  have  opened, 
increased  housing  in  the  District  ’will  be  required 
but  the  shortage  of  building  materials  and  labour 
is  likely  to  delay  the  erection  of  the  necessary 
house s , 

Dairy  farming  and  milk  production  is 
carried  out  in  the  outlying  areas  and  a good  and 
constant  supply  of  milk  has  been  assured  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  District. 
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figure  of  mid  1946  population  is 
given  by  the . Registrar  Genoral  as  4,985  and  the 

s^tistics  given  later  in  the  Report  are  based  on 
these  figures. 

, There  were  no  special  features  noted  in 
the  Incidence  of  disease  or  in  sanitary 
developments  during  the  year  and  any  necessary 
asaplif Icatlon  will  bo  given  under  the  various 
headings  summarised  later  in  tho  Report. 

health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
District  has  boon  generally  good  and  as  there  was 
no  appreciable  amount  of  infectious  diseases, 
children  were  comparatively  free  from  illness  and 
school  attendance  was  v/ell  maintained. 

The  Health  Coromittoo  has  been  very 
helpful  and  sympathetic  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  staff  of  tho  Health  Department  has  been  very 
gratifying  throughout  tho  year.

The  Child  V/elfare  Clinic  is  attractive  to 
mothers  who  take  an  intelligent  interest  in  their 
children  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  nov/  given 
to  children  of  one  ^uar  and  has  become  very  popular 
with  the  parents  until  a high  proportion  of 
children  are  now  immunised. 

HOHE  NURSING, 

There  is  no  Home  Nursing  in  the  District 
although  one  comes  across  instances  whore  it  would, 
be  very  useful  and  helpful. 

The  District  Nurse  is  available  at  all 
times  and  her  services  in  nursing  of  sick 
inhabitants  and  her  duties  as  Midwife  occupy  her 
full  time.

. PUBLIC  GLEAUSING  4 fffiPUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL. 


A fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
carried  out  throughout  the  year  although  at  one 
period  difficulty  was  experienced  in  r.ir.intaining 
this  collection  due  to  a Liajor  overhaul  of  the 
refuse  collecting  vehicle . 


Horse  transport  was  o.gain  utilised  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  frooi  ashpits  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  the  use  of  riany  of  the 
remaining  ashpits  in  the  district  has  now  been 
discontinued  by  the  supplying  of  ga.lvanisod  Bins 


The  scarcity  of  dustbins  is  hindering  the 
abolishing  of  ashpits  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
refuse  collection  service. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  night- 
soil  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  was 
again  carried  out  satisf actoril/  by  contract. 


All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council’s  Steney  Bank  Tip.  A small 
destructor  plant  was  used  for  the  disposal  of 
putrcscible  trade  refuse. 

The  tip  is  being  filled  quite  rapidly  and  it  will 
shortly  oe  impossible  for  tipping  to  be  continued 
by  the  horse  dravm  vehicle  as  a stiff  climb  will 
have  to  be  faced  as  tipping  proceeds  on  the  higher 
face  of  the  tip. 


A hea.vy  infestation  of  ci'ickets  cccured  on  the  tip 
during  the  warmer  months^  but  the  infestation  was  ^ 
quickly  brought:  under  control  after  the  use  of 
Garmiexane  dust  and  liquid  insecticide  containing 
D.D.T/Goigy.  These  new  insecticides  are  a boon  in 
dealing  v/lth  such  vermin  infestations  and 
periodical  applications  of  either  v;lll  go  far  in 
alleviating  this  problem.

No  extensions  to  the  ^atheriii;"  grounds,  rosorvolrs 
or  filtration  plant  wore  :.iado  during  1946. 

Tho  Towns  supply  is  derived  fron  3 upland  surface 
reservoirs  and  1 storage  to.nk . The  drainage  area 
covers  306  acres  and  is  owned  hy  the  Council.  Tho 
total  capacity  of  the  reservoirs  is  7,564,569 
gallons  distributed  as  follows

The  storage  tank  and  the  Blcc.ra  and  Bawhead 
reservoirs,  supply  the  town  whilst  the  Kolbrook 
reservoir  supplies  the  village  of  Kelbrock  and  a 
deta.ched  part  of  tho  nain  Town.  The  respective 
o-upply  areas  being  known  as  tho  Bleara  and 
Kolbrook  supplies. 

During  the  -^ear  12  soxiples  wero  taken  froii  each  of 
the  supplies;-  3 Cheruical,  3 Bacteriological  and 
4 Pluinbo-  solvency , 

In  addition  two  Investigations  virere  r.iado  into  the 
water  supply  of  tv^o  farms.  Both  were  sujjplied 
from  springs  in  the  neighbouring  fields  e.nd  both 
were  liable  to  contamination.  The  first  supply 
v;as  reported  as  being  satisfactory  provided  that 
only  a few  people  used  it  and  that  it  was  not 
liable  to  further  contamination.  The  other  was 
reported  as  a Class  2 water.

During  the  year  two  cotton  weaving  sheds  which 
were  closed  owing  to  the  concentration  of  industry 
resumed  production = 

Two  cotton  weavinr:  sheds  which  were  taken  over  by 
the  Ministry  of  Aircraft  Production  have  been 
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released  and  are  to  be  used  for  new  industries. 

One  factory  is  nov;  producing  agricultural  tractors, 
farm  implements,  liyht  enyinccriny  yoods  and 
castings  o The  sec  one!,  factory  will  shortly  bo 
producing  leather  cloth  and  patent  upholstery 
tiaterials  and  v/ill  coLmience  production  after  the 
task  of  reconversion  has  been  carried  out. 

These  now  industries,  in  an  ares.  lar,_-ely  devoted 
to  the  manufdoture  of  cotton  yoods  v\;iil  bo  Vv.;ry 
v\/e leone  and  will  help  to  absorb  the  unemployed  in 
the  town.  It  is  hoped  that  these  nov/  industries 
v/ill  have  a steadying  effect  on  the  population  as 
many  people  loft  the  town  duriny  the  cotton 
depression  in  the  years  between  the  wars. 

In  order  to  attract  labour  back  into  the  cotton 
mills,  owners  have  endeavoured  to  Introduce  a 
better  standard  of  environiviont  I'or  the  welfare  of

unfortunately  owinr;  to  the  hiyh  cost  of  materials 
etc  the  CoriTruittee  felt  that  the  time  v^as  not 
opportune  to  enable  them  to  yive  financial  assis- 
tance to  owners o 

As  no  extension  or  s.lterations  to  sewers  wore 
carried  out,  the  pail  closets  were  not  capable  of 
conversion.  These  closets  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  during  the  year, 

PUBLIC  GOl'IVEKIEWGES, 

3 public  conveniences  are  installed  in  the 
district.  Two  conveniences  are  modern  and  it  is 
regretted  that  the  obsolete  conveniences  at 
Kolbrook  have  not  yet  been  renewed, 

RATS  AW  MICE, 

No  heavy  infestation  of  rats  or  nice  v\^erc  met  with 
during  the  year  but  minor  infestations  wore  dealt 
with  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  'i/Vorks  and  Depot  and  2 
malntalnence  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the 
sowers  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food’s 
Circular  N.SolS,  Recordings  shov;  that  there  was 
very  little  sew^er  infestation. 

The  absence  of  an  open  space  beneath  hen-huts  and 
similar  structures  gave  rise  to  localised 
infe stsitions  and  v/herevor  ■ possible  occupiers  arc 
s-dvised  to  raise  these  structures  to  prevent 
further  infestations. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS, 

9 visits  v/ero  made  to  premises  vi^here  bug 
infestation  was  suspected.  Only  tv7o  houses 
were  found  to  be  infested  and  these  v/cre  sprayed 
with  liquid  insecticide  incorporating  D.D.T,  No 
further  complaints  were  received. 
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
